The directer o f the budget at 
W ashington, in the w ar depart­ 
m ent appropriation bill subm itted 
to Congress, has recommended a 
cu t of $4,000 in the allowance of 
federal funds for the maintenance 
of the G ettysburg battlefield in 
1929, according to inform ation re­ 
ceived by Th< G ettysburg Times 
from special news correspondent 
in W ashington. 
The federal assistance appro­ 
priation for the upkeep of the bat­ 
tlefield avenues and other main­ 
tenance expense has been $53,000 
yearly since 1926. 
The decrease 
recommended by the director of 
th e budget would cut the am ount 
to $49,000 annually. 
Although he had no direct in­ 
form ation concerning the recom ­ 
m endation of the budget director, 
Coloned E. E. Davis said th at the

Football Rules for ’28

Meet with His Approval 


In an article by James C. Keefe, 
in the Waterbury American, W ater­ 
bury, Connecticut, Michael J. Thomp­ 
son declares that the football rules 
os revised for the 1928 season are all 
riffht. 
The article as it appeared 
in th<> New England paper follows: 
“ ‘Tile football ruleR are all right as 
they are. 
With the exception of a 
few minor changes that would affect 
the visuul rather than the physical 
aspect of the game, my advice is to 
leave them alone.’ 
This is the be­ 
lief of Michael J. Thompson, dean of 
college football officials, as expressed 
to the writer the other day. 
“ ‘Mike,’ as he is affectionately 
known not only 
to 
his 
countless 
friends in this, bis native city, ‘but 
to football men all over the United 
States, is on a short visit with rela­ 
tives here. He took advantage of a 
few days which he had between tho 
close of the Football Officials* asso- 
c'otion meeting in New York 
and 
the time he has to leave to 
resume 
his 
teaching 
duties 
at 
Mt. 
St. 
Mary’s college. Emmitsburg, Md., to 
run un to Waterbury and renew old 
acquaintances. 
And of course the 
first topic 
when 
you 
meet 
with 
‘Mike’ is football. 
For who should 
know more about this popular grid­ 
iron pastime than this man who has 
been officiating at important college 
games for more than 40 years. 
Supports Rules Committee 
“Mr. Thompson is not one of those 
officials who 
has 
a 
chip on his 
shoulder every time he meets up with 
a member of 
the 
football 
rules 
committee. 
He has often said, and 
reiterated 
this 
belief 
today, 
that 
theirs is a difficult task. With hun­ 
dreds of suggestions pouring in 
on 
them all the time it certainly is a 
monstrous job to sift them all down 
and retain 
only 
the 
worthy ones. 
And in cases where it appears that 
they 
have 
made 
mistakes. 
Mr. 
Thompson is one i»f the first to rush 
to their defense. 
“It is natural 
that the 
man 
to 
whom the late W alter Camp, father 
of collegiate football, turned 
many 
times when he desired 
advice 
on 
proposed changes in the rules ami 
other matters pertaining to the grid­ 
iron game has some excellent ideas 
on the 
present 
agitation 
over 
a 
change in the playing code. 
That’s 
why we ask**] him to give his im­ 
pressions for The American’s read­ 
ers and he kindly consented. 
Manta Posts Moved Rack 
“ ‘There is just one change in the 
192. rules which I strongly opposed 


and which I hope to see rectified for 
the coming season,’ 
Mr. Thompson 
said. 
‘That is the move in placing 
the goal posts IO yards back of the 
goal line on the end zone line. 
Foot­ 
ball lost one of its greatest institu­ 
tions in my mind when this was 
done. 
Why I remember when I was 
a youngster playing football on the 
sandlots here in Waterbury how we 
kids always looked to the goal posts 
as our ultimate object. 
.No one ever 
spoke of the goal line. It was always 
the goal posts which we had to pass 
before we scored a touchdown. 
“ ‘This change caused, 
I 
believe, 
more confusion the past season than 
any other change in the rules. Many 
college 
players scored 
touchdowns 
which they never knew they scored 
for they, too, had the goal posts in 
their mind's eye, not the err I line. 
And in several places like A .aa do!is, 
Nebraska and 
many 
other 
places 
they had to make the goal line a foot 
or more wide to drill into the mi.ids 
of their players that this was their 
objective, not the goal posts. 
No Convincing Arguments 
“ ‘I have not heard one convincing 
argument to justify moving the posts 
back. 
It! is said that it was done to 
prevent injuries by players 
hitting 
the goal posts in attempting to make 
a touchdown. This seems a bit far­ 
fetched. 
Why in all my years of 
officiating I have yet to see an offen­ 
sive player injured 
in 
his 
contact 
with the goal posts. 
And what was 
more thrilling that a great stand 
right under the old cross-bar? 
“ ‘Another argument to justify this 
change was to eliminate the increase 
of field goals 
and 
place emphasis 
upon running plays. 
This 
sounds 
very well, but any really experienced 
field goal kicker is not going to be 
handicapped by that extra IO yards. 
Their accuracy and power will carry 
that additional 
distance. 
Although 
it is anparent the rules committee is 
satisfied with this change, 
I 
would 
like to see the goal posts back on the 
goal line for I believe it will take 
many years to educate the players 
in their new location. 
Solution For Point After 
“ ‘I believe there is a solution for 
this point-after-touchdown 
problem. 
The rules committee changed 
the 
code in order to bring about more 
running plays for that extra point 
but you still see the place or drop­ 
kicker go back to put that extra 
point into the score, 
This could be 
easily remedied, I believe, by going 
back to the old days again. 


“ ‘You will remember that up to a 
few years ago, the kick for extra 
point had to be made from a point 
directly back of where the ball was 
carried over the goal line. If it was 
too far to 
either side of the g o a l 
posts the ball was kicked out to a 
player before the try was attempted. 
But now 
the 
ball is brought 
out 
directly in front of the goal posts re­ 
gardless of what point it was carried 
over the line. 
Lateral Pass Not New 
“ ‘If the committee really wants to 
place more emphasis 
on .running 
plays for that extra point, why not 
require that the ball be put in play 
for this 
play 
three 
yards directly 
back of the snot it crossed the goal 
line. 
Then when a touchdown was 
made at one corner of the field, the 
offensive team would have to make 
its extra point on a rush or forward 
pass. 
There wouldn't be a chance 
for a kick from that location. 
“ ‘The agitation over the lateral 
pass makes it appear that this is a 
new part of the rules, 
but it isn’t. 
The lateral pass has been used for 
years. 
Johnny Heisman taught 
it 
with 
great 
success 
at 
Clemson. 
Glenn W arner’s Carlisle Indians in 
their 
prime 
made 
it one of their 
greatest 
offensive 
weapons. 
Of 
course the new rule which 
makes 
the ball dead where it strikes 
the 
ground protects the side making the 
pass and should encourage its use.’ ’*

ETW E EN the hours of eleven and one o’clock each day I ani no .longer 
George Matthew Adams, I am “ Grand Jurym an No. 5,” of the South­ 
ern Judicial District of New Y’ork. 
I am, for a few* weeks, a part of the 
Judicial machinery of the United States Government. 
I am glad of this opportu n ity to learn something new, and in a very 
m a l l way to be able to serve in a helpful Rapacity. I have no sympathy 
with the man who tries to get out of Jury duty. 
The gentlemen, w*ho are my companions in service— 23 of them, ane 
men of affairs who gladly welcomed the chance to serve. I have found them 
very fair men—good citizens. 
I haVe noted how careful each one is to see 
that exact justice is done and th a t no man or women is unjustly indicted. 
I have learned much about the law* that is valuable to me from listen­ 
ing to the Federal attorneys. 
I have also learned how complicated and how 
unwieldy* is the judicial machinery of the United States. 
Recently, in New 
York City, an organization has been formed by those men w*ho have serv­ 
ed on the Grand Jury in order th a t they may make suggestions for the im­ 
provement of this branch of the public service, and I am told that the 
Judges welcome this organization. 
I have learned a great deal about human nature from my som e# on 
the Grand Jury. 
The Grand Jury is an inquisitorial body and I have learned much from 
the questionings of the various men of the many witnesses. I have noted 
th at m any witnesses answ er “yes” or “no” without fu rth er ado, whereas 
many try to spar and deceive. 
I have learned how hard many men work to make a 
little money by 
trying to get it dishonestly, and always 
get caught a t it, 
sooner or later, 
whereas if they put as much energy and work into honest ends they would 
be successes and make much money and 
live happily by it. 
I ani paid $4.00 a day for my work as 
Grand Juryman No. 5. But I 
would gladly serve if I were paid nothing. As it is, I shall buy some valu­ 
able and helpful books w*ith my earnings and hope to become a more help­ 
ful and useful human being. 
It is an honor to be called for Jury service, especially so for Grand 
Jury service.
